Help. 


Lxrsson.—Ruth 1: 16-22. 


RUTH AND ‘NAOMI. 


GoLpEN Text.—‘‘ Thy people shall be 
my people, and thy God my God.”— 
Ruth 1: 16, 


Time.—During the administration of 
Judges. Probably after the invasion of 
the Midianites. See Judges vi: 14. 

Persons.—Hlimelech and his wife 
Naomi, their two sons, Mahlon and 
Chilion, and Ruth and Orphah, women 
of Moab. 

History.—U pon account of famine 
they leave Canaan, and go into the 
land of Moab, where they hear there 
is plenty. Naomi’s husband dying 
soon after their arrival, her two sons 
take to them wives of the women of 
Moab, Ruth and Orphah by name. Ten 
years of married life pass, and their hus- 
bands are. buried, and three widows are 
weeping at the fresh graves. All the 
home-ties sundered—what shall Naomi 
do? Her heart turns to her childhood’s 
home. She resolves to go back. Shall 
she go alone? Will her daughters-in- 
law accompany her? It will be to a 
strange land to them. All their early 
associations and ties of kindred are in 
Moab—it is the land of their nativity. 


_ The time of parting comes. Orphah re- 


mains ; but Ruth clings to her husband’s 
aged mother. In the true spirit of filial 
piety, she will go with her—share her 
lot—her country and her God shall be 
hers. And, though trials and hardship 
were enpountered, yet prosperity and 
honor waited upon that generous choice 
—God rewarded that decision. 

The trial and its questions.—If she 
went with her mother, it was leaving 
home, friends, very likely a competency, 
to go into a strange land, to bear trials, 
endure hardship and want. It was go- 
ing against her friends; turning her 
back upon her country, and their God. 
But there was her husband’s mother, 
how an aged woman, poor, destitute. 
Shall she permit her to pursue her 
melancholy journey alone? Orwillshe, 
now young and active as she is, share 
her lot, toil, and labor for her? It is 
plainly a question where duty and inter- 
est seemed to come in conflict; and yet 
at much disadvantage. Was not her

husband dead? What claim then had 
his mother upon her? Was she not 
legally released if she stayed in Moab? 
How much more then, now that she was 
going into Canaan? Was she not go- 
ing to her own friends? Let them take 
care and provide for her. “Was not her 
place now with her friends? It was 


plainly a hard case of duty ; where con- 


science had the weaker argument, and 
where the most, and all, that could be 
said for the course was, is it right ? 
Probable motive.—Her decision might 
have come from impulses of the heart. 
They had lived together for several 
years, lived in the same _ household, 
gathered at the same fireside, and Ruth 
loving the son, has learned to love the 
mother. Those happy years of married 
life, of pleasant companionship, may 
have wrought a warm attachment, and 
cemented genuine ties of affection be- 
tween mother and daughter, so that in 
choosing to go with her, she obeyed the 
impulses of her heart. This might have 
been the case; or it might have been 
from sense of duty to a parent. In no 
legal sense was she bound—-so far as the 


commonly accepted notions of kinship 


go, she was released. While her hus- 
band lived she was legally bound ; now 
that he was dead, she was not. But 
morally she was. The mother, advanced 
in years, was alone ; she was the daugh- 
ter, the nearest natural protector. Mar- 
riage makes ties as sacred as blood. The 


death of her husband did not sunder, 


nor release filial bonds; but the rather 
intensified—made them stronger. She 
feels, recognizes these; she will not 
she will stand 
to them; though it be to leave friends 
and comfort, and face poverty, trial, and 
Opposition ; she will with fidelity try to 
meet them. If the other showed her 
heart, this reveals her moral principle. 

Her conduct, it is most probable, 
came out of her sense of duty to God. 
She, very likely, in her early days was 
an idolatér. By her marriage, she came 
in contact with the worshipers of the 
true God. The influence and teachings 
of a husband, and faithful mother, were 
not lost upon her. She had learned of 
the living God, and his service. She 
had seen what fruits that religion 
brought forth in the life of those she lov- 
ed and venerated. Whether she had 
seen the folly of idolatry, the hollowness 
of their worship, had forsaken their 
practices, and become a disciple of the 
true God, we do not certainly know; 
but at any rate, the question now comes 
up : which, whom shall she serve ? And 
she makes the great decision—the God 
of Israel, and the land of his people shall 
be hers. She will choose, and serve God 
now and henceforward. - If it was in any 
wise doubtful where she stood before, it 
is plain enough now—this event makes 
manifest her mind, her heart ; she is out, 
and out for God.

In that crisis that 
came when Ruth choose God, how 
beautifully the daughter’s heart bloom- 
ed; what fruit afterwards it bore— 
worthy to be plucked and preserved in 
God’s Book.

STOCKTON. 

The center of business for the great 
San Joaquin valley is, and must always 
At the head 
of ordinary navigation, easily accessible 
from all directions, surrounded by the 
largest rich grain-bearing region of the 
coast, it must ever remain the second 
interior city of the state. Its climate is | 
good, modified some ten degrees in the 
warmest season of summer by a fair 
breeze from the distant ocean, always | 
without fogs. Its public schools are an 
honor to the city, equalling ip facilities 
and efficiency, those of any other city 
on the coast. But as to private schools, 
like other interior it has 
none. 

Its religious, and 
institutions are all prosperous. Its 
churches are: Congregational, Presby- 
terian, Episcopal, two Baptist, Episcopal 
Methodist, Methodist South, German 
Methodist, Disciples, Roman, Jewish, 
and one or two African. They are all 
supplied with pastors except one or two. 
of the latter, and all have Sabbath- 


schools, unless, perhaps, the J ewish 


should be excepted. They have en- 
joyed durlng the winter a season of 
much general religious interest. N early 
all have received valuable additions to 
their numbers. The Con 
church, now under the second year’s 
labor of its able and devoted pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Post, has received at its two 
last communions, some twenty or more 
to its membership; the Presbyterians 
about thirty; the Baptists nearly the 
same, and the Methodists more. The 
Episcopalians, as usual, did not partici- | 
pate in the union meetings, yet partook, 
to some extent, in the general interest. 


The moral tone of Stockton is good 
for California, and, under the influence 
of its churches and schools, is yearly 
becoming also better. It can boast of an 
excellent temperance public house, the 
Eagle Hotel, worthy of all patronage ; 
and another fine one, of little liquor 
supplies, the Crescent Hotel; the others 
have the evil in full blast. The Sons 
and the Champions have each an active 
organization against the use of intoxica- 
ting liquors, and the Y. M. A. 
good rooms and a pleasant library, open 
to all well disposed visitors. There is 
also a quiet but efficient benevolent or- 
ganization to help the needy poor. 7 
. The past year has been one of good 
progress for the city, in all its varied 
improvements, such as graded and Mac- 
adamized streets, finer buildings, culti- 
vated yards, better wharves, and ex- 
tending railroads within the limits and 
into the country back.

A Christian School in Rome. - 


Epirors oF Tue PaciFic: 

_ What Californian that has li ved in 
the Eastern portion of our country has 
not heard objections raised to the send- 
ing of missionaries to the West, when so 
much work remained undone in the 
East. ‘‘Why go to California,” I was 
asked, upon graduating at the seminary, 
“when your native State has so many 
unsupplied pulpits?” And christian 
laborers in California are no less liable 
to look unfavorably, or at least without 
interest, upon efforts making in other 
lands for the enlightenment and chris- 
tian instruction of the masses. I ‘wish 
that all such as feel that their responsi- 
bility as God’s stewards is limited to that 
part of the field which they look out up- 
on, might accompany me on this long 
journey. I am sure they would be found 
repeating to themselves again and again, 
“ Truly, the field is the world.” 

_ I have not yet entered what is known, 


technically or historically, as missionary 


grounds, but here in Rome I tind my- 
self in a city where, five years ago, no 
protestants could gather for the simplest 
forms of worship; where twenty-five 
years ago the Scriptures were seized and 


burned, by order of the present pope ;. 


where for many 2 long and weary year,

no pagan temples i in Rome, there is great 
cause for mourning, that side by side 
with catholic churches, protestant meet- 
ing-houses are springing up. 

It is evident that Rome has entered 
upon a new era, in which protestantism 
is privileged to raise its head, and with 
open hand carry the two-fold blessing of 
the gospel and the spelling-book to the 
children of this renowned city.

for Italian children, which has for four 
years engaged her constant care, and 
enlisted the sympathy of a host of friends 
in America. During the past two weeks 
I have become somewhat familiar with 
the history, the working, and the needs 
of this school.

The chief department in this work of 
Mrs. Gould is a home, or, as the Italians 
like to call it, a college.

sembling in the morning, repeat together 


the Lord’s prayer, sing hymns, and listen 


to a recital of portions of our Savior’s 
life, death and_resurrection. Then follow 
the studies of the day. In addition to 
book-knowledge, all are taught the 
printer’s trade, the home being furnish- 
ed with printing-presses and type, and 
the girls are instructed in sewing and 
knitting. Thus, those who go out from | 
this school go out well instructed, and 
also well prepared to gain a livelihood.

It is important that this institution | 


maintains its character as a home, 
since Italian children in the middle and 
lower classes know nothing of’ the sweet 
home influences which surround Ameri- 
can youth, and the street education of 
boys here is terribly debasing. It is 
important this institution be a school of 
industry that its pupils may learn to 


love work, may contribute by their labor 


to make the school self-supporting, and 
may have a trade upon leaving school, 
if they do not choose to enter higher in- 
stitutions of learning. It is important 
that this school maintain its christian 
character, for Italy’s great need to-day 
is an acquaintance with the life and mis- 
sion of the World’s Redeemer. On 
nearly every street corner one may see 
shrines of the Virgin Mary. Over thou- 
sands ef altars her face is made to ap- 
pear. In the Piazza di Spagna her im- 
maculete conception is commemorated 
(as though it were not false) by a lofty 
and magnificent monument, surmounted 
by a bronze statue of the Virgin. 
Twenty-eight churches at Rome are 


called by her name, while one, only, is 


called by the name of Jesus. Indeed, 

on every side the children see tokens of 
the majesty of Mary, but hear little, if 
anything, of the one name given among 


men whereby we must besaved.

Let clerk 
and tradesman, laborer and artisan, make, 
now and at once, a beginning.

Begin at 
the fountain head to control the stream of 
extravagance—to choose between poverty 
and riches.

That Odious Postal Law. 


Complaints reach us from all directions 
at the act of our late Congress in imposing 
upon the people the new postal law, in- 
creasing the tax upon publishers, seeds- 
men, merchants, and all others having occa- 
sion to send newspapers or small parcels to 
their friends and customers. The nearest 
express Offices to the homes of the majority 
of persons residing in the country are three 
to five miles distant, and the carrying of 
transient matter, newspapers, seeds, plants, 
books, and other light parcels through the 
mails is agreat convenience, and a saving 
of time and trouble tomany. The delivery 
oy the post-office in rural districts is quicker 


larly to persons not generally known. 

The public are generally aware that the 
last session of Congress made a partial re- 
vival of the franking privilege. Somebody 
must pay the Congressman’s postage. So 
the same Congress which put a free frank 
on the public documents. which nobody 
reads, raised the price of postage on all 
transient newspapers, books, etc., one hun- 
dred per cent. This now prevents the peo- 
ple from sending many articles by post, and 
forces that traffic into the express offices, 
in whose interest the law. at the last hours 
of Congress, was enacted; and it with- 


tion of its former receipts. The indignant 
public will have to wait till next meeting of 
Congress before relief can be afforded them, 
when we expect to see such amendments 
made as wil! reduce the rate of postage on 
newspapers and small parcels lower than it 
has ever been. | 


Rents and Homes. 


The spring has witnessed a reduction in 
the rents of high-priced houses and the in- 
ferior class of tenements. The only par- 
ties who gain nothing by “ hard times ” for 
iandlords are those whose incomes reach 
from $1,500 to $3,000 a year, and who can- 
not afford to pay over $700 rent. They 
must-give up the idea of a home, and either 
board or take rooms in one of the tene-

The theory is good, and now it only wants 

a trial.

money into the experiment. In London, 

in Boston, and in Philadelphia the plan has 
worked well, but our capitalists seem slow 
to believe in it.—[ N. Y. Spectator. 


Made Land. 


The reclamation of a very valuable tract 
of land upon one of the Scotch rivers was 
made in a very simple manner quite recent- 
ly. Stakes were driven into the mud at the 

-water’s edge at regular distances, paral- 
lel to the course of the river. Between 
these stakes branches of trees and brush 
were thickly matted or interlaced. . This 
simple contrivance resulted in the deposit 
at very high water of large quantities of silt 
and mud, until an embankment was thrown 
up without any further expense, sufficient 
to keep out the water except at high floods. 
The land thus reclaimed was sown with 
grasses, and is now used for grazing cattle, 
and is valued at $300 an acre for this pur- 
pose alone. There are thousands of acres 
alongside of our rivers, both upon the coast 
and inland, which might be reclaimed in

Ancient Wonders. 


Nineveh was fourteen miles long, eight 
wide, and forty-six miles around, with a 
wall one hundred feet high, and thick 
enough for three chariots abreast. Baby- 
lon was fifty miles within the walls, which 
were seventy-five feet thick and one hun- 
dred feet high, with one hundred brazen 
gates. Thetemple of Diana, at Ephesus, 
was 420 feet to the support of the roof—it 
was one hundred years in building. The 
largest of the pyramids was four hundred 
and eighty-one feet in height and eight 
hundred and fifty-three feet on the sides. 
The base covered eleven acres. The stones 
are about sixty feet in length, and the layers 
are two hundred and eight. It employed 
350.000 men in building. The labyrinth of 
Egypt contains three hundred chambers 
and twelve halls. Thebes, in Egypt. pre- 
sents ruins twenty-seven miles around, and 
containing 350,000 citizens and 400,000 
slaves. The temple of Delphos was so 
rich in donations that it was plundered of 
$50,000,000, and the emperor Nero carried 
away from it two hundred statues. The 
walls of Rome were thirteen miles around. 


The Baby on the Door-Step. 


The baby-on-the-door-step trick was late- 
ly tried in Rochester, N. Y., and did not 
win. A Mr. Kent heard his door-bell ring. 
He happened to be at the door and opened 
it. He saw-a basket on his door-step, 
heard a squaller in it, and caught a glimpse 
of a pair of coat-tails disappearing round 
the corner. Without stopping to examine 
the basket he followed the coat-tails, and,

longed to Dr. Elijah L. Wood, a young 
doctor of Rochester. The doctor was ask- 
ed what he meant, and he explained that 
the mother of the child—a lady of his ac-

than she wanted herself, had given him $50 
to put the child on Kent’s door-step. in the 
hope it would be welcome and cared for. 
Kent did not want it, and the doctor carri- 
ed the baby back to its mother and failed 
in his $50 job. It is a new branch of medi- 
cal practice, not mentioned in the books or 
regulated by any of the medical societies. 


Olive Culture. 


At nearly all the old Missions in Califor- 
nia there are olive trees which were plant- 
ed three-fourths of a century ago. Their 
fruit has settled the question whether we 
can raise olives or not, and what kind of 
olives. Several smati olive orchards have 
been set out within the last few years. 
The following facts, for which we are in- 
debted to Prof. Rowen, of New York, will 
show whether any profit is to be expected 
from the cultivation of the olive tree. 

In the New York city market, common 
olive oil sells at wholesale from $115 to 
$1.20 per gallon, more than the price of a 
bushel of wheat An acre of olive trees 
yields 500 gallons of oil. An acre of wheat 
not more than ten bushels at the East; 
some claim twenty-five bushels, on the 
average, for California. 

After an acre is planted in olives, it re- 
quires less work every year than the plow- 
ing, sowing, harvesting, and threshing of 
an acre of wheat. There is a double har- 
vest from the olive tree. The same appli- 
ances used for making cider will work ad- 
mirably for breaking the olives and press- 
ing out the oil. 3 

Immense quantities of olive oil are in use 
for lubrication, light, and the table. The 
demand is vastly greater than the supply, 
and consequently a_ scrofula-producing, 
boil-breeding counterfeit is made from 
lard oil, ten bottles of which are probably 
sold for use on salads, to one bottle of 
genuine olive oil. Here is the door of. 
wealth open to intelligent and enterprising 
farmers. Gilroy is the place for an oil 
tactory.—[ Advocate.

A Prize Plan for a Fireproof House. 


About one year since, the Merchants’, 
Farmers’, and Mechanics’ Saving Bank, of 
Chicago, IIl., offered a premium of $1,000 
for the best setof plans and specifications 
for a fireproof dwelling house, of not less: 
than five rooms, and a total capacity of at 
least 5,500 feet. Upto the end of last year, 
thirty applicants for the prize had put in 
an appearance, and a committee have since 
been occupied in investigating: the merits 
of the designs. They recently awarded the 
prize to Mr. A. J. Smith, of Clark street, 
Chicago, whose plans were for a one-story 
house, 20x43 ; a two-story house, 18x26% ; 
and a two-story store and dwelling, 22x57. 
The cost of these buildings, respectively, is 
to be $1,200, $1,700, and $3,600. 

The one-story dwelling-house is a build- 
ing 43x20, of five rooms, consisting of par- 
lor 13x104g, and two bed-rooms 10x64 
each. The height of each room will be to 
feet in the clear between floor and ceiling. 
An important feature in this plan is that, 
should a fire occur in the front part of the 
building, the rear part may be preserved 
intact, and vice versa. The outside walls 
are hollow from foundation to roof. The 
floor, beams, and rafters are wood, protect: 
ed from fire by concrete, one and one-half 
inches thick on the ceilings and underneath 
the floors ; and the roof is covered with tin 


ilation is provided by flues adjoining tne 
fire flues, and topped out in the chimney. 
There is a ventilated air space underneath 
the ground floor, preventing dampness from 
arising ; and there is also a ventilated air 
space between the ceilings and roof, to pre- 
vent the heat of summer from affecting the 
rooms. The fire flues will be lined with 
flue pipes eight inches square. There will 
be a drain pipe, connected with sinks and 
closets and with main sewer, to carry off 
all surface water, slops, 

The two-story dwelling is a building 
26%x18, with five rooms, two on the 
ground or principal floor, and three on the 
upper floor, the sizes of which are: parlor 
12x10, and kitchen 12x12. The three up- 
per rooms are for bed-rooms, the sizes of 
which are, respectively, 11x9, 834x734, and 
834x734. This building has a cellar for 
coal and wood, fitted up with water closets. 
The size of cellar, within walls, will be 
12x20. The upper story and the principal 
story will be each 9 feet in height, and the 
cellar 6 feet 6 inches.. | 

The building with store and dwelling 
combined is 22x57. The entire principal 
story is occupied with store room. The 
upper story is divided into seven rooms, 
consisting of two parlors, 11x12 each, bed- 
room 11x11%, bed-room 13x91, bed-room 
1044x9%, kitchen 13x11, dining-room

is unquestionable, and we trust it will be 
long ere their fire-resisting qualities are put 
to the test. 


The Fall River Strike. 

After a great deal of talk and many 
threats, the weavers and carders of Fall 
River have determined to strike. The an- 
nouncement seems insignificant, but in its 
industrial aspect it is veryimportant. This 
small New England cityis a great manu- 
facturing power, little as the general reader 
may think it. There are forty-three cotton 
mills in Fall River, with an incorporated 
capital of $14,745,000, a probable invest- 
ment of $30,000,000, containing 1,258,508 
spindles and 29,865 looms. The latest sta- 
tistics report the total number of mills in 
the United States as 847, containing 186,- 
975 looms. and 9,415,383 spindles, manufac- 
turing 58% “00,000 yards of print cloth an- | 
nually. this total, New England has 
489 mills, with 148,189 looms and 7,538,369 
spindles, yielding 481,000,000 yards of print 
cloth per annum. It will be seen, therefore, 
that Fall River has more than one-eighth 
of all the spindles in the country, or one- 
sixteenth of the total in New England, and 
that it manufactures over one-half of the 
entire product of print cloths. When the 
mills are in full running time they employ 
15,000 hands, using 135,000 bales of cot- 
ton yearly, in the manufacture of 330,- 
000,000 yards of cloth, and their month- 
ly pay-roll amounts to over $500,- 
ooo. All this is the outgrowth of the 
first cotton factory built in 1813, that began 
operations with 896 spindles. From these 
Statistics it will be seen that a strike of 
operatives in Fall River is a formidable af- 
fair, not merely for that locality, but for the 
industrial interests of the United States. 
It is to be hoped that prudence on the part 
of both capitalist and laborer will avert any 
serious damage.

have, therefore, here the entire body of 


the work, without the notes, in a con- 
venient form, for a very reasonable 
price. 

One cannot read a single chapter 
without at once feeling that the author 
has read the scriptural biographies and 


allusions with an eye already filled with 


imayes of the scenery and events in the 
midst of which the great life was lived. 
He reproduces, therefore, not the har- 
monized and well arranged narration of 
the Evangelists, but the background, 
the concomitant circumstances, the little 
glimpses of sky, water, mountains, 
boats, flowers, persons; the topical and 
historical incidents which make the story 
seem natural and real. 

The style is highly rhetorical, some- 
times, we are almost afraid, elaborately 
so. For example, take this single sen- 
tence from the account of John Baptist, 
on page 50: “In the tropig, noonday 
of that deep Jordan valley, where the 
air seems to be full of a subtle and 
quivering flame—in listening te the 
howl of the wild beasts in the long 
night, under the lustre of stars ‘that 
seemed to hang like balls of fire ina 
purple sky ’—in wandering by the slug- 
gish, cobalt-coloured waters of that ac- 
cursed lake, until before his eyes, dazzled 
by the saline effervescence of the shdre, 
strewn with its wrecks of death, the 
ghosts of the guilty seemed to start out 
of the sulphurous ashes under which 
they were submerged—he had learnt a 
language, he had received a revelation, 
not vwuchsafed to ordinary men—at- 
tained not in the school of the Rabbi, 
but in the school of solitude, in the 
school of God.” Now, we cannot help 
thinking, as we read such a sentence, 
how utterly different its style is from 
that of either of the original biogra- 
phers of Christ. Yet it is the style of a 
studied picture, and as such we enjoy it. 
Per-onally, we should prefer a simpler 
expression of thought, just as we prefer 
the less elaborate and less ornamented 
models of. architecture. 


Viewed theologically, the book is rev- 
erently, and humbly, and affectionately 
christian 1n its tone and its treatment of 
disputed questions. In interpretation it 
is not hide-bound by a rigid, external 


rule of inspiration ; yet it treats the given a liberal sum toward its construc-

due to its divine claims. |

The Board of Managers announce that 
an Industrial Exhibition will be held 
under the auspices of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute, in the city of San Francisco, the 
17th of August, 1875, to continue open 
at least one month thereafter. The Man- 
agers desire that those who intend to ex- 
hibit should send in their applications for 
space as early as possible, so as to avoid 
the necessity of excluding, as has been 
the case heretofore, the many desirable 
exhibitors who are unusually tardy in 
making applications. The Exhibition 
will be held in the building constructed 
for the purpose in 1874, but it will be 
materially enlarged and improved in 
many details. The space under roof 
will exceed 18,000 square feet, or about 
four and a half acres, exclusive of the 
Horticultural Garden, which will occupy 
24,500 square feet additional. The ut- 
most care has been exercised in provid- 
ing for ample ventilation and light, as 
during the evening the building is bril- 
liantly illuminated by over 5,000 gas 
lights. The promenade avenues are 
broad, and 3,000 seats are provided for 
the comfort of visitors, for whose con- 
venience there is also an excellent res- 
taurant, under the management of a first- 
class restaurateur. The building is al- 
ways well attended by visitors, and dur- 
ing the last Exhibition over 29,000 were 
daily admitted for a number of days, 
and under no similar circumstances can 
the manufacturer, the mechanic, the in- 
ventor, producer or business man so ad- 
vantageously place himself before the

The Oregonian of April 29th Says : 
“‘ General M. M. McCarver breathed his 
last in the afternoon of Sunday, April 
17th, at his residence in Tacoma. 
From a very early period in the occupa- 
tion ‘of this coast by Americans, he was 
aman of prominence in public affairs. 
He was a member of the convention 
which convened at. Monterey, and 
framed the constitution of Califor- 
nia, before San Francisco was mnch 
more than the village of Yerba 
Buena. But he left that State soon 
after, and came to Oregon, where he 
resided, filling many important ‘posi- 


esteem of the eutive people, till 1872, 
when he went to the Puget Sound 
country for the express purpose of exam- 
ining the various possible points for the 
terminus on those waters, of the North- 
ern trans-continental railway. 
considering the advantages of all the eli- 
gible points he concluded that Tacoma, 
was the one presenting such considera- 
tions as might be expected to induce 
men engaged in an enterprise of that 
magnitude to select it’ as their objective 
point. He therefore settled at Tacoma 
and awaited developments. The sequel 
proved that his judgment was correct. 
The place he had fixed upon was se- 
lected by the company.” Some of our 
people who were here prior to 1852, | 
will remember Gen. McCarver; more 
especially those who were familiar with 
the men and the scenes of the early 
years of Sacramento and vicinity.

Of white 
stone are the two pylons, but grayish 
in their external appearance.

Thursday, during the 
day, there was an excursion to San 
Quentin and San Rafael, at which places 
meetings were held, as well as.on the 
ferry-boat.

Week-Day Lecture, 


BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D. D. 


Wednesday Eve., April 2gth, 1875, 

Every form of life here on earth must. 
be nourished and supported by appropri- 
ate food. Plants, shrubs, trees, and 
grain have their hunger and thirst, and 
if their wants are neglected they droop 
and die. Their roots must find some- 
thing in the soil to feed upon, and they 


| must drink of the showers of heaven. 


The flocks and herds must crop the 
green herbage and quench their thirst at 
the running brooks. Our human babes 
must be fed or they will never come up 
to manhood; and manhood in its 
strength must still be nourished by daily 
supplies of meat and drink, or its strength 
and vigor will decline and perish. | 

There is a life in the brain, the intel- 
lectual life, that comes also under this 
law of dependence. It must be fed by 
stimulating thought, partake of the solid 


poetry, or it dwindles and shrinks, and 
all its pulses become languid, rd isha and 
faint. 

It is not otherwise with the 
life, the new divine life in the soul. It 
is kindled, indeed, by a spark from 
heaven ; but unless fuel be continually 
supplied, its flame will go down and go 
out in darkness. Some people seem to 
think that once the life is started it can- 
not be extinguished ; that it will main- 
tain itself, and grow without watching, 
or care, or ministry, into life immortal. 
This is a mistake. There is not a pur- 


| pose in all the counsels of the unchang- 


ing God that will keep that life throbbing 
and blooming and fruitful, if it be deni- 
ed constant nourishment. Because God 


| is unchanging, his law of supplies for de- 


pendent life must be observed, or all his 
power and grace will fail to keep up the 
vitality. 

Now here the words of the Savior 
come in, “ Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man, and drink his blood, ye have no 


deed, and my blood is drink indeed.” 

This language stumbled and perplex- 
ed the Jews. They could not tell what 
to make of it. ‘ How can this man give 
us his flesh toeat?”? ‘To usits meaning 
is clear, and its truth made vital and 
practical. | 

We do not, indeed, literally eat and 
drink of the body and blood of Jesus. 
He has gone from earth with his glorifi- 
ed human body intoheaven. But in the 


Sacrament of the “Supper” he has 


provided for us the living symbols of his 
flesh and blood, that we may eat and 


‘drink “ and not die.” 


All his story, all his love and mncnifice, 
come freshly and vividly before us as 
we take these “‘ elements ” and feed upon 
them. We touch him with our own 
hands. He has come near to us out of 
the past. He is as real and palpable to 
our souls as he was to the disciples when 
John lay in his bosom, or Thomas thrust 
his finger into hisside. It is not merely 
a record which we read, it is a tangible 
substance upon which we lay hold. We 
feast upon the “ bread which came down 
from heaven.” 

So our faith is fed. We see and be- 
lieve that Jesus of Nazareth lived and 
died ; that he lived, and sorrowed, and 
suffered for us; that he came to redeem 
the fallen and lost humanity of which 
we are a part. Here is the ordinance 
handed down from age to age, and bring- 
ing to us the very symbols provided by 
the Master before his passion, and the 
words he spoke. 

And our sense of sin’s ill-desert is 
heightened as we feed upon the flesh of 
Jesus. We enter into God’s. views of 
sin. Is it not now the testimony of our 
conscience, nor the perceived historic 
effects of sin, nor a philosophic analysis 
of its character. It is the expression 
given by infinite holiness and infinite 


to,| love, of its baseness and badness. Our 


sins are laid on Jesus; are they a light 
burden for him to bear? He took “ the 
chastisement of our peace ;”? was it only 
a mild reproof which he thus encounter- 
ed? By his stripes we are healed ; were 
the stripes few and gently inflicted ? Ah, 

God is teaching us how great is the evil 


of sin. And as we feast on Jesus

_ The same food nourishes our joy. This 
is the accepted sacrifice. Our sins are 


-atoned for, expiated, and forgiven. All 
| our guilt is washed away. Jesus took 


our place as malefactors ; and we take 
his as sons and heirs. 

Thus, too, dur cheerful obedience is 
nurtured, Christ came to do his Father’s 
will. That will he suffered in Gethsem- 
ape and on Calvary. He has left us his 
example and his injunction, “ Do this in 
remembrance of me,” As thankfully 
and dutifully we eat, we make his will 
supreme. 

So are we joined to Christ. It is 
something to take a friend by the hand; 
something to pass our arm through his; 
something to share his thoughts ; but to 
feed upon his flesh identifies him with us. 
The twain are one. We have taken him 
into our life. “Cut an inch lower,” 
said the French officer in the hospital, 
‘and you will come to the Emperor.” 
He carried Napoleon in his heart. We 
have incorporated Jesus with our entire 
life. And that which joins us to him 


joins us to one another, and cements our 


christian fellowship. 

And because Christ has ordained that 
our spiritual life should depend upon 
our eating and drinking his flesh and 
blood, then this sacrament, furnishing 
the symbols of such a feast, is INDISPENS- 
ABLE to the result. |

We 
sympathize with the church in their loss 
of a pastor so greatly beloved, and our 
prayer is that the Head of the Church 
may send them again an under-shepherd 
who will build them up in christian 
faith and work. The council take plea- 
sure in commending our brother to the 


‘welcome and’ confidence of the church 


to which he goes in pursuance of their 
call, as a true and faithful minister.” 


Rev. G. M. Dexter has been com- 
pelled, by serious illness in his faniily, to 
abandon the missionary work which he 
began with so much enthusiasm and 
such good promise, in. Japan. He ar- 
rived in this city on the 28th ult. His 
post-office address for the present is Pa- 
checo. 

The San Francisco Theological Semi- 
nary (Presbyterian) held its anniversary 
exercises last Thursday evening. Two 
young men graduated: James Curry 
and H. G. Kieme. Rev. Dr. Eells, of 
Oakland, pronounced the annual ad- 
dress, which was characterized as ‘“‘a 
masterly production, exceedingly appro- 
priate.” 

The new Presbyterian church now in 
process of erection in Oakland is de- 
scribed as follows: ‘It will cover a 
space of 100 feet square—a part in the 
rear to occupy 70 feet. The gallery 
will extend half way around both parts, 
and the seating capacity will be 1,000. 
The edifice will have two spires. It is 
to be completed by the Ist of next Sep- 
tember, and will cost about $72,500. 
The new organ will cost about $4,500.” 


From the Occident: A unanimous 
call to the pastorate of the Howard 
Presbyterian Church has been tendered 
to Rev. A. Fiske, at present pas- 
tor of St. Peter’s Presbyterian Church, 
Rochester, N. Y. The Presbyterian 
church at Milpitas has received five per- 
sons to membership. Benicia Presby- 
tery consists of nineteen ministers and 
twenty-two churches, and a membership 
of about 750. There have been added 
to these churches during the year 201 
members. M. Dimick and Elder R.

Abram Bidwell informs us that the fruit 
crop of the Bidwell ranch will be almost an 
entire failure. The apples, peaches, apricots, 
plums, etc., are nearly destroyed bv the 
severe frosts. The cherry crop, he thinks, may 
be passably good.—[ Butte 

From present appearances, it is a pretty well 
settled fact that this county will produce a full 
half crop of wheat this season on an average, 


even if we get no more rain. The ground is 
robably not so moist as last season, but grain 
oks better than it did at this time last year. 
In fact, the early sown looks vigorous and 
fine. It was feared that the late frosts bad in- 
jured it to a considerable extent, but happily 
it seems not to be the case —{ Hollister Enter- 
prise. | 
The yearly travel to the Yosemite Valley 
has now fairly set in. Washburn, Chapman 
& Co. are running a daily line of stages, on 


Mariposa, and Big Tree Station to the Hermi- 
tage; thence into the Valley. Nearly two 
hundred men are now at work on the Yosemite 
end of thix road. On and after May Ist there 
will be but four miles of horseback travel on 
this route, which will be daily and as rapidly 
decreased as two hundred laborers can do it.— 
{| Mariposa Gazette. 


The product of our valley farms will be 
great this year, notwithstanding the drouth, as 
there is a large area of summer-fallowed land 


in cultivation that will yield considerably 
above a half crop, even should there be no more 
rain during the season. We have conversed 
with farmers from all parts of the country east 
of the San Jvaquin river this week, and all 
speak more encouragingly of the prospect for 
crops than we expected, and we doubt not there 
will be harvested the usual surplus, over and 
above the home consumption, for shipment.— 
[San Joaquin Valley Argus. 


No rain yet nor even favorable indications ; 
as a consequence, hay crops, as a general thing, 
More attention in the future 


will have to be paid to the subject of irriga- 
tion, and farmers in the foot-hills will have to 
inaugurate a plan for water supply, already 
too long overlooked by them. Rain and snow 
enough falls each winter in the mountains to 
supply every demand in the foot-bills, and our 
farmers will have to avail themselves of this 
source of supply, and construct reservoirs in 
the mountains, and thus preserve the waters so 
caught for summer use.—[ Amador Ledger. 


From all sections the hay crop will be very 
light, and prices will range high. Too much 


will not do to risk any chances in cutting this 
year.—- All accounts go to confirm a very short 
crop, some of the orchards being completely 
ruined for the season. On the Williams orch- 
ard there is nothing to look for, even for family 
use. The Hensbaw orchard will have some 
late apples and pears. Mike Bruce says he has 
examined all his trees and can find nothing. 
The Bidwell orchard, Mr. Smith informs us, 
will yield half a crop of all the early fruits and 
nearly full of all the others.—{ Northern Katgr- 
prise. 


Weare pdlactaaliy compelled to say that our 
wisest and best farmers are of the opinion that 
the failure will be very general, and that the 


late, or winter sown wheat, must succumb to 
the irrepressible north winds. The blades of 
wheat have been for the past ten days holding 
up their straightened leaves, pointing heaven- 
ward, and praying for rain. We noticed one 
field turning yellow and the leaves folded like a 
scroll. The whole of it was almost past use 
for good hay. A field of nice looking wheat, 
belonging to J. R. Jones, near Outtonwood, 
was headed out beautifully, but the heads were 
white, as though killed by frost. The harvest 
in Yolo will be light.—[ Yolo Mail. 


In the vicinity of Mussel slough, in this 
county, where the irrigating ditches are com- 
pleted so as to be of any use this season, the 


crop prospects are good. The Last Chance 
and Lower Kings River ditches have been sup- 


plying water for several weeks, and the grain | 


along their banks within irrigation distance 
looks well. The water in the People’s ditch is 
now as far down as the neighborhood of 
Grangeville, but crops that have not been irri- 
gated this season are too far gone to be more 
than a partial success. By another season a 
number of other ditches that are now being 
made will be complete, when farming wili be 
even a more certain thing than in the old Eastern 
States.—|'Tulare Times. 


The weather, on the whole, for the past ten or 
twelve days has been quite favorable to the 
grain and grass, having been moderately cool 


with dewy mights. We had as fine a prospect 
of rain on Wednesday as ever subjected us to 
disappointment ; but the appearances all went 
away without giving us adrop. Wecan make 
tolerable crops in this section without more 
rain, if we have continuous cool, and occasion- 
ally foggy and cloudy weather, with prevailing 
wind from the west, or south of west, but ex- 
cessively hot weather or north winds for any 
extended term will leave us with poor pros- 
pects of anything but a very slim harvest ; and 
yet there are few sections of the State likely t to 
do as well as ours, without much more rain.— 
{ Contra Costa Gazette. 


Although we have had no rain, the situation 
looks a little more promising than it did a fort- 
night ago. Most of the summer-fallow of the 
county will, it is now thought, make grain 


worth cutting, and some of it will make a good ' 
average crop. Every one has now quit hoping 
for rain in time to be of advantage to the crop, 
but all hope for a continuance of the south 
wind which has favored us until yesterday 
morning, when it was again in the north. The 
summer fallow on the black and red land is 
nearly all looking well, and a great deal on the 
sandy and alluvial, but as a rule this class of 
land will not turn out well. Our inquiries 
have been close and searching about all parts 
of the county, and we are inclined to the be- 
lief that we will have over balf an average crop, 
if we do not have too much north wind.—

It will require 
several months for completion, and will afford 
employment to the large : umber of men stated 
above, and put those who are destitute in a fair 
way to settle down on their own homesteads.—

How Large is California ? 


When a Californian visits the Eastern 
States he has the conceit taken out of him 
by finding how little attention is given to 
his State, and what a small place it occupies 
relatively in the minds of those who have 
never seen the Pacific Coast. He can fall 
back, at least, upon his square miles and 
acres. It isnot a State so much as an em- 
pire, with its 188,981 square miles, or 130,- 
927,840 acres. A recent authority makes 
the following showing : 

The combined area of the six New Eng- 
land States is but 68,338 square miles, 
showing that California has an area almost 
three times as great as this division of the 
‘Republic. The area of the Middle States 
—New York. New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, and West Virginia— 
is 137,464 square miles ; showing that the 


area of California is 51,517 square miles 


larger than this section. The combined 
area of the twelve States forming the New 
Engiand and Middle States is 205,812 
square miles, showing that California con- 
tains an area almost as great as_ these 
twelve States. It is 78,235 square miles 
larger than the whole of Great Britain, the 
latter being 110,856 square miles. It would 
make twenty-four States the size of Mass- 
achusetts. leaving 2,784 square miles; and 
the area of California would make one hun- 
dred and forty five States as large as Rhode 
Island. 

“ What is the size of your farm ?” said a 
hard-fisted New England farmer, who had 
become rich on 200 acres, to a Californian 
who had gone home on a visit. “ About 
15,000 acres,’ was the reply. He told the 
truth but he lost his reputation for veracity, 
for no man living in Rhode Island has yet 
been able to conceive of a farm having such 
an immense area.—_{San Francisco’ Bul- 
letin. 


UsE THE MAGNET. —A simple and 
usually successful mode of extracting a 
needle or any pice of steel or iron broken 
off in the flesh is accomplished by the ap- 
plication of a simple pocket magnet. An 
acquaintance of ours had a little daughter 
who recently broke aneedle off in her hand. 
A surgeon was called. who made several 
efforts to find the needle by probing and 
incision, but without success. After the 
surgeon had left, the mother conceived the 


idea of trying a magnet ; one was procured, 


and after one or two applications of it the 
broken fragment of the needle was dis- 
covered attached tothe magnet. This idea 
will be of especial utility to workers in iron. 
Machine-shop surgery is not the most del- 
icate nor least painful, though men hero- 
ically undergo it rather than stand the loss 
of time due to an inflamed eye or festered 
finger. Iron filings have a way of imbedd- 
ing themselves in the eye which defies al- 
most every ordinary means for their extrac- 


tion. For their removal, a small. blunt 


pointed bar of steel, well magnetized, will 
be found excellent, and we should recom- 
mend that workmen liable to such injuries 
keep such an instrument about them. It 
would be a good plan to insert such a bar 
in a penknife, in a manner similar to a blade.
